Louis Munoz Marin order­ 
ed total mobilization of the Na­ 
tional Guard to put down the up­ 
rising after an estimated 40 per­ 
sons were killed and some 60 
others were wounded in yester­ 
day's outbreak of violence. 
Latest reports indicated that the 
situation 
throughout 
the 
island 
was under control except at Jayu­ 
ya, a town of 1,500 population.

governor acted 
swiftly 
to 
suppress the Nationalists, an ex­ 
tremist 
minority 
group 
seeking 
complete independence for Puerto 
Rico, after insurgents fired on the 
governor's palace. 
Fierce fighting occured in the 
capital of San Juan before local 
police forces subdued the Rebels. 
The town of Jayuya was said to 
have suffered most through the 
Rebel action. Zealous Nationalists 
burned government buildings and 
took over most of Jayuya.

Lobbying, says the white-haired statesman from McKeesport <Pa.) 
mushroomed into “a major industry . . . a billion dollar industry 
during World War II. There are now nearly 3000 registered operatives 
plus many thousand undercover persuaders whom you can’t tell even 
with the aid of a scorecard. Except for one or mot« unmentionable 
professions, there’s hardly an enterprise in the U.S. which doesnt 
somehow exert its “right of petition"—this being the Constitutional 
euphemism for lobbying. 
Bigger Message To Be Found 
But there’s a bigger message to be found in No. 3138 if we read 
it against the background of current events. It’s this: Cal Coolidge s 
old aphorism that “The business of America is—business’ may now 
be edited to read “The business of America is—politics 
Biggest single spender among the lobbies at Washington—or maybe 
just the most honest in its financial statements—is the American Medi­ 
cal Association. The AMA “petitioned" to the tune of $1.5 million in 
1949, and this year it is razzling a million-dollar publicity campaign 
against Federalized medicine. Buchanan and other Tru Dealers express 
daily horror over this sort of thing. But what does it really mean. 
It means that the family doctor is the latest professional to fling him­ 
self into politics. But long before the doctor leaped, the old swimming 
hole was swarming with others—the veteran, the farmer, the worker, 
the school teacher, the clergyman, the bureaucrat and all the rest 
Sure, everybody’s doin’ it now. 
Especially Congressmen 
Everybody—especially Congressmen. As an ardent devotee of 
Capitol Hill inquests, your reporter never willingly skipped a meeting 
of the House lobby investigation. It cost the taxpayer $95.000—the price 
of producing a cheap Broadway musical comedy—and was unique. Not 
because the investigators were investigating one another. That always 
happens. But this time the lobby-probers were actually lobbying Chair­ 
man Buchanan promoted his party’s interests by using the witness chair 
as the hot seat for big business interests. There were no flies on the 
Republican showmen either.

Politics Is Everywhere 
So politics, to repeat, is everywhere. What’s needed, it seems, is 
an investigation of how America got that way and what the remedy 
is. if any. A good guess is that such an inquest would show the Ameri­ 
can citizenry to be more sinned against than sinning.

Jaquish Speaks 


To Rotary Club 


Bell Manager Tells 


Of Developments 


Rotary club members heard an 
interesting talk on some of the 
new 
developments 
which 
have 
been made by Bell Telephone lab­ 
oratories working in conjunction 
with the Western Electric com­ 
pany, which have improved and 
refined telephone communication 
during the past few years, at their 
noon luncheon meeting in The 
Castleton, 
Monday 
noon, 
when 
they were addressed by N. N. Ja­ 
quish, local maager of the Bell 
Telephone company. 
In all, Mr. Jaquish stated, Bell 
Telephone 
Laboratories 
h a v e 
made 17.000 developments since 
1886, which 
have brought tele­ 
phone communication to its pre­ 
sent high level, and made possible 
the transmission of television pro­ 
grams across the country. 
Among the most outstanding, he 
pointed out. was the discovery that 
quartz crystals were capable of 
settinw up high frequency vibra­ 
tions, which resulted in the de­ 
velopment of the coaxial cable, in 
which 600 conversations can be 
sent over a pair of small wires 
simultaneously, without 
interfer­ 
ing with one another. Eight pairs 
of these wires in a larger tube, 
can carry 2.400 conversations and 
eight television programs at the 
same time, which has resulted in 
a coast to coast hookup. 
Another 
outstanding 
develop­ 
ment was the thermister, a small 
gadget, which breaks down the 
resistance to electricity, -and per­ 
mits faster transmission. 
Another was the balometer, de­ 
veloped during the war, which is 
highly sensitive to heat, and can 
detect the presence of a man from 
the heat of his body, at a distance 
of better than a quarter of a mile. 
The unit itself, however, is but an 
eighth of an inch long, one-hun­ 
dredth of an inch wide, and three- 
thousandths of an inch thick. This 
takes care of changes in temper­ 
ature on long distance calls, and 
with the termister, amplifies the 
sound. 
Thitd development, he explain­ 
ed. was a transistor, which is just a 
tiny gadget about the size ol a 
shoe-lace tip, yet which takes the 
place of a large vacuum tube, and 
performs all its functions. It is 
valuable in the construction 
of 
tiny radios, hearing aids, and in 
aviation instruments.

NOW IS THE TIME TO PLANT 
SPRING-FLOWERING BULBS 
Early fall Is the time to plant 
the spring-flowering bulbs such as 
tulips, hyacinth, narcissi and oth­ 
ers. 
Use well-drained soil 
and 
work into it compost, peat moss or 
some other form of organic mat­ 
ter. The bulbs may be placed up­ 
on a layer of sand. 
Depth of planting is determined 
largelv by the type of bulb; tulips. 
4 to 5 inches; hyacinths, 6 to 7 
inches; narcissi, 6 to 7 inches; 
snow drops and crocuses. 2 to 3 
inches, and lilies, 7 or more inches. 
Depth of planting also is deter­ 
mined somewhat by the type of 
soil. 
In sandy soils, plant fairly 
deep; in heavy clay soils, not so 
deep.

STRONG SHELLS WILL REDUCE 
EGG BREAKAGE 
It is important that eggs have 
sound shells if breakage is to be 
reduced. 
Keep an abundant sup­ 
ply of clean, coarse oyster shell 
or other satisfactory source of cal­ 
cium before the birds at all times, 
occasionaly sprinkling a little on 
the mash in the feeders 
Feeding oils rich in vitamin D 
or satisfactory dry forms of vita­ 
min D are essential during the 
winter months if the layers are 
kept confined, to enable them to 
assimilate the calcium in the oy­ 
ster shell. 
If the egg shells are 
weak 
check on the oyster shell 
and increase the amount of feed­ 
ing oil. or supply vitamin D in 
some other form in the ration 
If additional oil is used, add it 
In the proportion of an 85 C unit 
oil at the rate of one pint to each 
100 pounds of dry mash, or one 
pint a day to each 700 birds if fed 
in the scratch grain or In a wet 
mash.

New lining in a favorite coat or 
jacket means you will get more 
wear out of the garment.

War In Korea 
Brought Marriage 
License Increase 
NEW YORK, N. Y., Oct, 31.— 
A spurt in marriages following the 
outbreak of Korean hostilities has 
reversed the general down trend 
of recent postwar years. Metro­ 
politan Life Insurance company 
statisticians report. 
From July through September, 
marriage licenses issued in the 
major cities outnumbered by 14.2 
percent those issued in the same 
period last year. For men under 
20 years of age the increase was 
about 20 percent. 
Through June of this year, 4.2 
percent fewer marriages were re­ 
ported than during the first half 
of 1949. As a result of the rise in 
the third quarter of the current 
year, however, marriages in the 
first nine months were 2.2 percent 
higher this year than last. 
Although it is still too early to 
assess fully the effect 
of 
the 
Korean incident upon the mar­ 
riage rate, the statisticians doubt 
that the relatively high level of 
marriages will continue for any 
appreciable length of time. 
"In many areas the marriage 
rush was already beginning to 
taper off by September,” the sta­ 
tisticians report.
